* True religion consists neither in a neglect 
of dress, or in wearing dark coloured eloth:s. 
The great part of devorees imagine, | know 
not for what reason, that dark colours are 
more pleasing to the heavenly sp‘rits than 
bright ones. The angels, however, are al- 
wave painted in white or sky blue. Ido not 
like a piety which makes a show of itself. — 
Mo lesty depends not on the colour of our 


clothes. A decency of dress and behaviour 
are enougigto make us what we ought to be 
ObserveMoreover, that if any woman be 


guilty of uttering scandal in company, if she 
be peevish, and in a rage at mankind, she is 
generally speaking in dark coloured clothes. 
Singularity has so little to do with true devo- 
tion, that the gospel orders us to wash our 
faces when we fast, that we may not be taken 
notice of by others. 

My opinion, therefore, madam, is, thaf you 
change nothing in the fashion and colour of 
your clothes, Let your heart belong entirely 
to God, Let all your setiona be referred to 
him. That is the capital point. 

Had it not been for the devotees, the woill 
woukl never have thrown so much ridicule 
en devotion. Almost ever full of a bitter 
zeal, they are pleased with thems-Ives alone; 
and they would haveevery one become slives 
to their whims, for their piety is of.en no more 
than humour. 

Every person truly pious, is patient, meek 
and humble—suepects no evil—is not peevish 
—hides the faults of a neighoour, when they 
cannot be excused. Every person truly pious, 
laughs with those who laugh, and weeps with 
those who weep according to the advice of St. 
Vaul, ancl is wise with sobricty; for modera- 
ton is necessary in all things, 

In a word, true devotion is- charity ; and 
whatever is done without it, is of no use to- 
wards salvation. False devouts de little less 
harm to religion than those who have none 
Always realy to take fire at whatever 


their zeal is restless, impetuous, persecuting ; 
aml they are commonly fanatics, or supersti- 
tious hypocrites, or ignorant. Jesus Christ 
never spares them in his gospel to teach us to 
mistrust them. 

When you fin), madam, that there is nei- 
ther rancourin your heart, ner hauglitiness in 
your soul, nor singularity in your actions ; that 
you keep the commandments of God, and of 
the church without affectation, and without 
troubling your head about mere tifles: you 
may then believe that you are really in the 
way of salvation. 

Above all things make your servants happy 
by keeping from plecuing them. Though 
others, they are still ourselves, and we ouglit 
continually to lighten their voke. Ever to 
have a serene countenance, is the way to be 
well served. True piety preserves at all 
times the same calmness and the same tran- 
quility, and false devotion is varying every 
instant. 

Young people are eften disgusted with pie- 
ty, because too great perfection is required 
of them; and we soon tire ourselves 
works of penance, when we know not how 
to be moderate. A common way of life is 
the most safe, though not the most perfect.— 
It isan excess to forbid yourself all vis ts and 
diversions, Take care that your director be 
not too much of a mystic, and that his manner 
of directing you and not in making you rather 
a scrupulous, than a good christian 

Where is the neces-ity of plaguing one’s 
self so much in order to become pious’? Ke- 
ligion teaches what we are to beleve, and 
what we ar: to do; and there will never bea 
be'ter director than the gospel. Mingte soli- 
tule with society ; and contract such acqiuat 
{ance as may neither throw you into melan- 
choly nor lead you into diss pation. 

Vary yourreading. There are some sorts 
amusing, and may succeed such as are seri 
ous. When St. Paul lays down the rules ot 
decent conversation, + allows us to say 
things merry and pleasing. 

We should serve God hve slaves, did we 
imagine that we sinned in every thing we do 
The yoke of the Lord is the lightest and 
sweetest of yokes. Love God, sail St. Aus 
tin, and do what you will; for then vou will

The pages of history present for our obser 
vation and instruction, a fow remarkable men, 
who cisdaining the common walks, and des 
pising the common maxima of life, have ven 
tured to strike out anew path for themselves, 
and have pursued it in defianee of all oppo- 
whon; prostratiag every obstacle although 
supported by eeneral opmion sad cons-erat 
ed by the reapect of ages. Some of these 
men whose onan has heen governed by the 
purest motives, and cdireeted te the most be- 
neficial ents, have been of inestimable advan- 
tage to the human race; they have elevated 
& poriion of ther species in the seale of intel 
lectual and moral existence —they have kind- 
led a strong and lasting flaine, whose influence 
will increase until the bleakest and most be. 
nighted portion of the earth will feel its vivi- 
fying warmth, and rejo'ce in its che ering light. 
Uhey have stood alone—they have been “in 
the crowd” of common men, ‘‘but not of 
them” — they have heard the winds of popa- 
lar displeasure how! around them, but have 
continued firm as the rock which&he billows 
of the ocean vainly threaten—when the dark- 
ness of misfortune has gathered over them— 
when a storm of vengeance wasabout to pwr 
its furyupon their t dea d heads, they have 
been animated with the hope of ultimate sue- 
cess; visions gf sys o come have passed be- 
fore their me ig'® and enjoying in antic i- 
pation the tramph ef justice and truth, they 
have prepared chemediies to act or soffer. 
Calamity and privation were nothing to those 
who felt the sunshine of the soul; the names 
of such men have by the wisdom of atter 
ages been placed high upon the rolls of ho- 
nofable fame. 

There have been others the end and aim 
of whose actions were purely selfivh, who 
have only sought to gratify their ambition, 
extend their power, and aggrandize them- 
selves. Kvincing no regard tor the rights or 
feelings of other men, they have justly taken 
their station in the estimation of posterity 
among the most unworthy. The powers of 
their minds may elcit involuntary respect, 
the brillancy of their deeds may command 
admiration, the success with which they were 
crowned, may give them a name all but 
‘leathless, still when the wise ant good who 
are not to be fascinated by the illusory glare 
of an unrighteous career, come to pass sen- 
tence upon their characters, it will be the 
sentence of condemnation, 

With one of these two classes, the man 
whose name appears at the head of these re- 
marks must take hisplice. His course was a 
deviation from the highway of bfe.
